Reviewing. War Debts Situation 


Points Out That Ultimate Action Rests With 


Congress, but Gives His Own Views 
on Dealing With the Problem.

lowing is the tert of the statement 
issued at the White House today 


on the war debt problem: 


The following are the President's 
views upon the debt situation: 

“The communications submitted 
by a number of Governments in 
substance request that their war 
debts to the United States should 
be again reviewed; that our Gov- 
ernment should enter into an ex- 
change of views on this subject, 
and that during the period of such 
a conference there should be a 
suspension of the payments due to 
the United States on Dec. 16 next. 

“This presents a problem which 
merits thoughtful. consideration of 
the American people, To avoid 
misunderstanding it seems desir- 
able to summarize briefly the com- 
plex questions and the policies con- 
sistently followed by the United 
States in respect to these debts and 
my views as to the course which 
should be pursued. 

“1, These debts were created, and 
were undoubtedly based, on the pro- 
posal of the borrowers, no doubt 
in good faith, and the assumption 
of the Government of the United 
States, that they were actual loans 
which would be repaid. Had it not 
deen for this assumption, it is 

to be supposed tha this 
Government would have been 80 
largely involved. We have held at 
all times thay these — —— 


voluntarily 

maintained in their full integrity 
except as adjusted by mutual con- 
sent. This is fundamental to up- 
holding the whole structure of ob- 
ligations between nations and be- 
yond this is basic to the very struc- 
ture of credit and confidence upon 
which the modern economic life 
depends, 

Attitude of U. S. Government. 

“2: The United States Govern- 
ment from the beginning has taken 
the. position that it would deal with 
each of the debtor Governments 
separately, as separate and distinct 
circumstances surrounded each 
case. Both in the making of the 
loans and in the subsequent settle- 


ments with the different debtors, 


this policy has been . repeatedly 
made clear .to every foreign Gov- 
ernment concerned. . 

“8. Debt settlements made in 
each case took into consideration 
the economic conditions and the ca- 
pacity to pay of the individual 
debtor nation. The present worth 
of the payments to be received: un- 
der the terms of the settlements at 
the time were made, on the 5 
per cent inte basis, provided in 
the original agreements, show con- 
cessions ranging from 30 per cerit 
to 80 per cent of the total amounts 
that were due. 

“As indicating the consistent 
policy of adjystment to ability of 
the debtor to pay, I may cite Presi- 
dent Harding’s recommendation to 
Congress regarding the first of 
these agreements, that is, the Brit- 
ish settlement. Again the priaci-

FRANCE AND BRITA

PARIS, Nov. 23.—Premier Her- 
riot and Lord Tyrell, the British 
Ambassador, talked together for 
some time today, presumably about 
the attituae of both Governments 
toward the debts owed the United 
States.

More than 69,000 children will

AYMOND MOLEY, selected by Gov. 
R Roosevelt as the neg: —— 
ad viser at the White House tere 
with President Hoover, is well known t 
many Missouri lawyers. * 

In 1923, Guy A. Thompson of the St. 
Louis bar inaugurated a movement for 
surveying and reforming criminal pro- 
cedure in Missouri, This effort was en- 
thusiastically indorsed by Judge Thomas 
C. Hennings, the late Gov. Herbert 8. 
Hadley, the late Senator Xenophon . 
Wilftey, many other Missouri lawyers 
and r press of the 
State. The dlreet result was the organ- 
ization of the Missouri Association for 
Criminal Justice, financed with the. help 
of liberal-minded business men, ‘and de- 
signed to make a fact-finding investiga- 
tion and to draft legislative acts and 
constitutional amendments to correct ex- 
isting evils. 

Very wisely the association employed 
(in addition to able Missouri lawyers, 
such as Judge Arthur V. Lashly) ex- 
perts in the field of political science from 
outside the legal profession and outside 
the Staté of Missouri, The most influ- 
ential of these was Mr. Moley, who after- 
ward spent much time in Missouri, and 
was also editor and part author of the 
“Missouri Crime Survey.“ a book of 
about 600 pages, publisned in 1926 by 
the Macmillan Co. of New York, and now 
universally recognized as the most com- 
prehensive, thorough and scientific treat- 
ment of American criminal justice that 
ever appeared up to the time of publica- 
tion. 

The recommendations of Mr. Moley 
and others, published in the “Missouri 
Crime Survey,” have been enacted into 
law te s extent in Michigan, Ohio and 
other AMiérican states. How about Mis- 
souri? Im Missouri, Mr. Moley never got 
to first base. Ingeed, the majority. of 
the Republican and’ Democratic states- 
men in the legislative halls of Jefferson 
City treated Mr. Moley with contempt 
and ridicule, some of them calling him 
an “fmpractical theorist” and others a 
“damned reformer.” 

It is interesting that this man, after 
being treated like a red-headed step- 
child at Jefferson City, has become 
known throughout the world as a con- 
fidant of President-elect Roosevelt.

The white pine of Maine, the flower- 
ing dogwood of West Virginia, the Texas mesquite, 
the New Hampshire balsam, Florida’s mangrove, 
Louisiana’s bald cypress, Minnesota's tamarack? Once 
again, no, Each is a stranger away from home soil. 

Wider are the domains of the slippery elm, cotton- 
wood, beech, burr oak and hackberry, yet they, too, 
stop short of national residence. If a choice must pe 
made, it lies on the basis of geographical distribution, 
between the buckeye and the sandbar Willow, neither 
of which comes anywhere near filling the bill. The

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ON ST. LAWRENCE 
TREATY DRAFTED 


Mississippi Valley Associa- 
tion to Fight Limit on 
Chicago Diversion From 
Lake Michigan. 


The Chicago diversion limit— 
which, many waterway advocates 
think, crept into the St. Lawrence 
seaway treaty through some inad- 
vertence—will be opposed in Con- 
gress under the policy adopted by 
the Mississippi “Valley Association 
in its closing session yesterday at 
Hotel Statler. 

Senator Borah is holding hear- 
ings now at Washington on treaty 
provisions under fire. The treaty 
is to come before the Senate for 
ratification next month. Article 8 
would limit diversion of water from 
Lake Michigan after 1938 to 1500 
cubic feet a second for Chicago Riv- 


er navigation. 

The plan ignored entirely the 
fact that millions have been spent 
by Illinois and the United States 
on a waterway from the Chicago 
River through Illinois to connect 
with the improved Mississippi to 
the Gulf of Mexico. It picked up 
the treaty limit from a Supreme 
Court decision, as though in igno- 
rance of the fact tat Congress is 
awaiting a report from the Engi- 
neer Corps on the amount of diver- 
sion necessary for this Lakes-to- 
the-Gulf waterway, in prospect of 
enacting new legislation to super- 
sede the court order. 


View of Engineers. 

The waterway project was based 
on 10,000 cubic feet a second. Pres- 
ent diversion is 6500 cubic feet. En- 
gineers—headed by one of the most 
eminent of all time, the late Lieu- 
tenant-General Edgar Jadwin— 
have held that 5000, but no less, 
would be adequate for navigation. 

This amount would lower Lake 
Michigan levels less than three 
inches, in comparison with annual 
rise and fall of 15 to 24 inches 
from natural causes. This lowered 
“head” would reduce potential 
power at proposed Sst. Lawrence 
plants by 50,000 horse-power—the 
real core of opposition to the di- 
version. 

The Joint Board of Engineers on 
the St. Lawrence project has com- 
puted that for $3,400,000 works 
could be built compensating for 
the Chicago and all other existing 
or authorized diversions, and $4,- 
608,000 in channel improvement 
would offset diversion effects on 
St. Lawrence navigation. 

Against this total of $8,008,000, 
army engineers have estimatec 
that the limit on diversion wouid 
require $20,000,000 extra channel 
work on the Illinois waterway, now 
otherwise complete. Neither these 
works nor any others now in view 
would make up for the loss of sev- 
eral inches low water level near St. 
Louis. Nor would they solve the 
stagnatiog effects near Chicago 
regardless of Chicago sewage 
treatment—since a flow of 3500 
second feet in the Ohio has been 
found insufficient to prevent san - 
itation problems at Louisville. 

The Valley Association’s reso- 
lution; calling only for sufficient 
diversion “to insure a commercial- 
ly navigable waterway’’—without 
mentioning any specific figure— 
was taken as opposing the treaty 
limit. It was adopted after the 
Upper Mississippi delegates had re- 
corded their objection to opposing 
any part of the treaty, which the 
convention approved, except for 
article 8. 


Optimism Despite Setback. 

Lean years are facing the water- 
ways as they face all Government 
expenditures, it was shown at the 
two-day sessions. But there was no 
air of discouragement. Rather was 
there determination and harmony. 
For the first time in four years, 
James E. Smith, distinguished St. 
Louis father of the movement, at- 
tended the meetings. He had re- 
tired from the presidency in the 
belief the struggle was over. His 
white hair was the center of re- 
spectful groups at every session. 

In its statement of policy the 
association noted “with concern 
and hostility the recent attitude of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion toward the disposition of rail- 
road managements to abandon 
precedent and precaution in a 
frenzy of rate-cutting.” It urged 
clarification of the Flood Control 
Act for completion of the 8325, 
000,000 project with no floodway 
landowner having to bear an un- 
just part of the burden.”

of Japan’s successful military cam- 
paign last fall in Manchuria, just 
recently was officially recognized 
by Japan in a treaty which calls 
for a defensive alliance and marks 
the first ition of the new 
nation by a foreign power. 

There are 400,000 square miles 


population of $0,000,000. War is 
raging in many parts of the state. 


repercussions all over the world, 
and China is especially bitter. 

When I arrived at Hsinking, this 
little town which has been made 
the capital of the new republic, I 
had already made preliminary ar- 
rangements with Japanese and 
Chinese officials to be presented to 
Her Excellency, as she is now call- 
ed here. But before seeing her it 
was necessary also to gain the con- 
sent of her Manchu courtiers. 

These members of the old imper- 
ial court, who still regard Henry Pu 
Yi as the Son of Heaven and who 
have stayed with him for 20 years 
through abdication and exile, in- 
sist upon preserving the dignity of 
the royal family. 

Moreover, as Orichtal women 
are expected to be neither seen nor 
heard, it was entirély against their 
ideas of propriety to permit their 
Empress to talk for publication. 

But the foreign office of Man- 
chukuo has succeeded in modifying 
the royal etiquette so that it does 
not seriously interfere any more 
with the democratic requirements 
of the new state. For example, 
the Manchu courtiers tirst insisted 
that anyone who requested an aud- 
lence with the ex-Emperor must 
wait one week before seeing him, 
but this demand has been reduced 
now to a delay of 24 hours.

HE interpreter, a youthful Chi- 
1. Who was born in Russia 

and educated in Japan, called 
at my hotel in one of the State au- 
tomobilés.

en, she does not care particularly 
for birds or gold fish or flowers. 

Her friends in Hsinking today 
are restricted to a small group of 
Manchu women, the wives of no- 
blemen who make up Pu Yi's reti- 
nue. Except for me, she had not 
even seen a foreigner for many 
months, although she is interest- 
ed in mecting strangers and en- 
joys contact with the outside world. 

The personal name Gt the ex- 
Empress is Kuo Shia-si, but many 
years ago, when her husband 
adopted the name of Henry, e 
elected to be known as E - 
beth. 

Empress Elizabeth has one more 
thorn in her crown, her own un- 
satisfactory relations with her im- 
péerial husband.
